Dear Mr. Dulles: 


The Board of Directors of the Woodrow Wilson Foundation has assumed 
the sponsorship for the collection, edittng and polishing 
Papers and Letters of Woodrow Wilson. Dr. Arthur S.Li^, foraaoet 
Wilsonian soholar in this country, has been appointed Editor in ChieX 
and Dr. John Wells Davidson, another eminent Wilsteian, is tne 
Associate Editor of this project.
